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1* Central Inte llige nce Agency has a strong direct interest 
in having pcMilesiou granted to King 2og to enter this country for 
residence under indefinite , temporary conditions. 33he c ircursstaaoes 
are as follows: 

a* Clandestine operations of this Agency aimed at the 
interior of f ^gmau ni m t -dominated Albania must sunaount serious 
obstacles to obtain any success. Our earlier attsapts using 
such parsons as could be located by us who seamed suitable for 
the purpose were either total failures or failed to achieve 
the ends desired. For almost two years we have been in direct 
touch with King Zog and through him have obtained the services 
of relatively high-level Albanians willing to carry out 
clandestine operations under our direction. Tbe success 
achieved as a result of this contact has been notable , and it 
is our estimate that with the assistance of King Zog operations 
will continue to improve. In addition , King Zog has given us 
valuable information from his cftzn sources • 



b. King Zog and his family we e admitted to this country 
on temporary visitors' visas in 1951* At that tine he purchased 
an estate in Long Island, Sew York, and since that time has 
expressed the hope of taking up residence in this country for 
the purpose of giving his sen an American education. Be does 
nob# however, desire to be admitted as an immigrant for perma- 
nent residence, as it is his apparent desire to return as the 
head of the Government to Albania in the event that country is 
liberated from the present regime. Be has expressed to us his 
present strong desire to come to this country on a temporary 
basis, but for a stay of Indefinite duration. This presents 
considerable technical difficulty under the normally applicable 
laws and regulations pertaining to entry into the Uhited States, 

c. Vie are informed that the Department of State has no 
objection to his entry under these circumstances if it can be 
accomplished under the law, and will take such action as may be 
required of it to achieve this end. We are further informed, 
however, that the Commissioner of Immigration and Hatumliaation 
has ruled that under the present circumstances King Zog and his 
faintly cannot be considered bona fide noniemigrants , and under 
this ruling the Consul concerned cannot issue visitors' visas.
